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DETAILED ACTION • 
Priority 

1. Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) 
or under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c) is acknowledged. Applicant has not complied 
with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date as follows: 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)- 
(d) based upon an application filed in Australia on 15 July 1997. A claim for priority 
under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d) cannot be based on said application, since the United States 
application was filed more than twelve months thereafter. Applicant argues that 
6,745,331 is a continuation of 6,442,525. If this is the case, applicant must claim priority 
of 6,442,525 in the oath. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The examiner has considered the infomriation disclosure statement (IDS) 
submitted on 10 October 2007. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described In the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
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invention. While the summary of the specification mentions the limitations of the claims, 
the detailed description does not disclose how exactly the authentication works. 

5. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The limitation that the encrypted data is defined by two keys shared by the 
apparatus for decryption of the data, is new matter. The specification, as well as the 
claim itself, discloses the fii^t key is used to decrypt a random number generated by 
another integrated circuit. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particulariy point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

8. Claims 1 and 7 recite the limitation that the encrypted data is defined by two keys 
shared by the apparatus for decryption of the data. The claims later disclose the first 
key is used to decrypt a random number generated by another integrated circuit. It is 
unclear how the data is defined by the first key. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 101 

9. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

10. Claims 1-5 and 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed Invention 
is inoperative and therefore lacks utility. 

With regard to claims 1 and 7, no authentication actually takes place. The claims 
merely disclose a memory with data on it, which is not used for anything, and is therefor 
Inoperative.
